Building  to  Begin  at  Early  Date 

Large  Number  of  Firms  Bid  for  Contract 


In  a  room  crowded  with  seventy-five  men, 
all  of  whom  were  intensely  interested  in  the 
same  thing — but  from  varying  standpoints 
— the  bids  for  the  erection  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium  were 
opened  at  10  o'clock,  Saturday,  April  2,  by 
the  State  Architect,  Mr.  Herbert  B.  Brigg-:, 
before  the  President  of  the  University  and 
the  buildings  committee  of  the  university 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  occupants  of  Dean 
Chubb's  classroom  in  Ewin^ 
Hall  included  in  their  num- 
ber state  officials,  representa- 
tives of  contracting  firms  and 
individuals  guarantee  bonds- 
men, alumni  representatives, 
university  trustees  and  execu- 
tives, newspapermen,  and  the 
associated  architect,  Mr.  How- 
ell, of  the  firm  of  Howell  & 
Thomas. 

The  occasion  was  one  look- 
ed forward  to  by  hundreds  of 
alumni  for  almost  five  years 
and  surpassed  in  widespread 
interest  any  similar  event  in 
the  history  of  the  school. 

The  opening  and  reading  of 
the  bids  was  conducted  with  an  almost  ritualis- 
tic decorum.  The  sealed  proposals,  submitted 
on  official  forms,  were  first  opened  by  Prof.  L. 
J.  Addicott,  professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and 
Supervising  Architect  of  the  Ohio  University, 
and  then  passed  to  Mr.  Briggs  who  read  the 
bids  on  the  various  items,  and  combinations 
of  items,  involved  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  the  building.  The  figures  as 
read  were  recorded  by  Mr.  Scott,  of  the  state 
architect's  office,  and  checked  by  Mr.  George 
C.  Parks,  Ohio  University  treasurer  and  treas- 
ui'er  of  the  Auditorium  Fund. 

It  became  apparent  early  in  the  process  of 
opening  the  bids  that  the  proposals  of  the  con- 
tractors were  going  to  be  altogether  favorable 
to  the  project  and  that  the  building  commit 
tee  would  have  the  advantage  of  the  most 
fortunate  combination  of  circumstances  in  re- 
cent years;  namely,  that,  because  of  a  present 
tendency  to   dullness  in   the   building  trades, 
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numbers  of  high-grade  firms  were  seeking 
the  job  at  a  low  figure  in  order  to  keep  their 
men  and  equipment  actively  employed,  and 
that  the  general  price  level  of  building  ma- 
terials is  slightly  lower  than  in  recent  past 
years. 

Bids    on    four  separate   contracts   were   re- 
ceived.  Those    contracts    were    for,     (1)     ex- 
cavating and  building,   (2)  heating  and  venti- 
lating,   (3)   plumbing,  and   (4)    electric  wiring 
and  installation. 

On  the  first,  or  major  con- 
tract, proposals  were  received 
from  eleven  of  the  largest  and 
most  reputable  firms  through- 
out the  state,  located  in  Cleve- 
land, Toledo,  Dayton,  Colum- 
bus, Huntington,  W.  Va.,  Ma- 
rietta, Portsmouth,  and  Ath- 
ens. The  bids  ranged  in 
amount  from  $226,953.00, 
submitted  by  the  Chappelear- 
Gardner  Co.,  Portsmouth,  O., 
to  $255,600.00  proposed  by 
Foreman  and  Putnam,  Mari- 
etta, O.  On  this  contract 
Charles  P.  Kircher,  Athen's, 
was  second  lowest  bidder  with 
a  proposal  of  $236,950.00. 
Five  plumbing  contractors  bid  for  the 
plumbing  work.  The  lowest  bid  on  the  com- 
bined contracts  for  plumbing,  heating  and 
ventilating  was  that  of  the  Esswein  Plumbing 
and  Heating  Co.,  Columbus,  which  was  in  the 
sum  of  $22,690.00.  The  next  lowest  was  that 
of  the  J.  H.  Myers  Plumbing  Co.,  Mt.  Vernon, 
0.,  for  $23,680.00. 

Eleven  bids  were  received  from  electrical 
concerns  for  the  electrical  wiring  and  instal- 
lation of  equipment  contract.  The  Electric 
Power  Co.,  Cleveland,  O.,  with  a  bid  of 
$11,628.00,  was  lowest,  while  the  Walsh  Elec- 
tric Co.,  Athens,  bid  $11,900. 

The  Grinnell  Sprinkler  company  bid 
$555.00  for  the  installation  of  an  automatic 
sprinkler  system  on  the  stage.  This  sprinkling 
system  is  one  of  many  devices  that  will  be  in- 
stalled as  a  means  of  combatting  possible 
flames  and  rendering  the  building  absolutely 
fire-proof. 
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The  lowest  combination  of  bids  for  the  en- 
tire work  of  constructing  the  building  totaled 
$261,826.00.  This  figure  does  not  include  the 
cost  of  interior  decorating,  furnishings,  opera 
chairs,  stage  equipment,  pipe  organ,  finishing 
the  alumni  room,  and  many  comparatively  min- 
or items. 

The  large  number  of  bids  with  their  pro- 
visional clauses  covering  additions  and  deduc- 
tions for  alternative  proposals  was  carried 
back  to  Columbus  by  Mr.  Briggs  who  promised 
immediate  action  in  the  tabulation  and  sur- 
vey of  them.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press 
(April  6)  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Briggs 
had  not  yet  been  received  but  was  expected 
momentarily.  The  buildings  committee  of  the 
university  trustees  will  be  convened  as  soon 
as  the  state  officer's  recommendation  is  filed 
and  the  contracts  awarded  to  the  lowest  bid- 
ders. Work  on  the  building  will  then  proceed 
at  once. 

It  will  be  specified  in  the  contract  that  the 
building  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupan- 
cy by  September,  1928.  It  is  estimated,  how- 
ever, that  the  Chappalear-Gardner  Co.  will  be 
able  to  finish  their  work  in  slightly  over  a 
year  and  that  all  other  contracts  will  be  ful- 
filled within  the  same  time.  When  the  build- 
ing is  finally  turned  over  to  the  university 
for  its  use  the  school  will  be  provided  with  a 
much-needed  auditorium  seating  3,000  people 
and  one  adequate  to  its  needs  for  all  auditor- 
ium purposes.  It  will  be  one  of  the  finest  of 
its  size  in  the  state  and  unquestionably  super- 
ior to  that  of  any  other  college  or  university 
in  Ohio. 

The  auditorium  will  be  located  on  the  east 
side  of  the  campus  with  the  front  nearly  six- 
ty feet  back  (south)  of  the  McGuffey  Elms, 
the  rear  extending  to  the  present  walk  run- 
ning east  and  west  across  the  campus  by  the 
sun  dial.  Its  dimensions,  over  all,  will  be  175 
feet  long  by  120  feet  wide. 

A  slight  grading,  together  with  a  landscap- 
ing of  the  campus  immediately  about  the 
building,  and  the  necessary  changes  in  the 
principal  walks,  are  contemplated  as  means  to 
create  an  harmonious  group  effect  of  campus 
_structurg^^„^^ J* 

Th^building  will  be  fire-proof  throughout 
with  structural  steel  framework,  masonry 
exterior  and  interior  walls  of  brick;  stone- 
trimmed  brick  for  the  exterior.  The  floors 
will  gTrba  of  re-enforced  concrete,  except  the 
stage  which  will-be  floored  with  maplfe  with 
ia»  underlying  concrete.  Terrazzo  floors  ^Sff* 
be  found  in  the  foyer,  vestibule,  and  rest 
rooms.  ^Sand-finished  plaster  and  ornamental 
plaster  work,  decorated  in  an  appropriate  color 
scheme,  will  make  up  the  interior  finish. ^ 


The  stage  and  dressing  rooms  of  the  nen- 
building,  when  finally  furnished,  ^virTn'*'  as 
adequately  equipned^  asuie^  most  modem 
theatre.  Provision  will  o5  made  for  the  subse- 
quent installation  of  a  large  pipe  organ  which 
will  complete  the  building  for  use  for  the  fin- 
est musical  concert  or  recital,  or  the  mo'-^L 
elaborate  dramatic  production. 

Upon  entering  the  building"  through  the 
north,  or  main,  entrance  one  wiH*  pass  through 
a  lobby,  or  vestibule,  41  feet  wide  and  1.8  feet 
deep.  Off  the  lobby,  on  one  side,  \sdlCbe  a 
ticket  office  and,  on  the  other,  a  check  room. 

Continuing  through  the  lobby  one  vrtH  en- 
teii  a  spacious  foyer  from  which  four  large 
doors  "vw*i  give,  access  to  the  main  auditorium 
floor  which  wilTbe  104  feet  wide  by  104  feet 
long.  Stairways  at  both  ends  of  the  foyer 
^01  lead  up  to  the  mezzanine  and  balcony 
floors  and  down  to  the  basement. 

The  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  proper 
hold8appi'OKimatoly  A8QQ.  seats  and  will 
present  an  interesting  problem  to  the  contrac- 
tor inasmuch  as  it  will  jpe  "bowled"  both  from 
front  to  back  and  frnVJjr^  sirl/  to  siri^' Thirty- 
four  rows  of  seats  wiljnb^  pfacted  oi^this  floor, 
he  rear  row  having'  an  elevaojmof  5%  feet 
bove  the  front  row.  There  ^ill  be  eight  ex- 
ilJB  from  the  rooyi. 

The  stag§  wiiMao  92  feet  wide  and  27  feet 
deep'.  It  Tiitt&?-tee  44  feet  from  the  floor  of  the 
stage  to  the  ropf  above.  The  proscenium,  or 
stage  front,  v<4tf-be  55  feet  wide  and  20  feet 
high.  /Twelve  dressing  rooms — three  on  each 
of  fmjr  floors — will  be  finished  up  off  the 
left  side  of  the  stas^  wban  money  for  this 
purpose  is  available.^^he  ^rresponding  area 
on  the  other  side  will  not,  for  the  present,  ho 
finished  but  can  later  be  adapted  to  any  use.  ^ 

Xhe    orchestra    pit    in    front    of    the    .stage' 
wiiSSbe  45  feet  wide  and  8  feet  at  its  greatest 
depth,  accommodating  a  twenty  piece  orches- 
tra.  Large    concert   and    symphony    orchestra 
will,  of  course,  use  the  stage  proper. 

On  the  mezzanine  floor  there  vStTo^  a  foy- 
er, telep'hone  booths,  and  men's  and  women's 
rooms.  There  -vhIIMot*  ^w©'"  entrances  to  the 
balcony  from  this  floor.  Steps  at  the  end  -ej^ 
the  foyer  -tgi^  lead  up  to  the-jp^Ropy^f^ci'-"'^'- 
The  oMtiyc  balcony  will  prnvido  foi'  ujipTUAi 
-^''""^tfly  rQOO^seats  arranged  in  ^*r 
nil  ^tP"^  projection  booth  for  moving  picture 
machines  and  spot-lights  wilKtKi  located  in  the 
extreme  back  of  the  balcony.  The  distance 
from  the  booth  to  the  center  of  the  stage  w*14 
be.  about  140  feet.  The  elevation  of  the  rear 
row  of  seats  wiir%>«  a  matter  of  22  feet; 
each  receding  row  rising  an  average  of  ten 
inches.

Elsewhere  in  the  magazine  is  an  article  containing  such  news  as  should  delight  the  hearts 
of  those  who  have  patiently  awaited  the  consumation  of  a  long  and  arduous  campaign  for  funds 
for  the  erection  of  an  alumna  memorial  auditorium.  It  should  likewise  remove  all  fear  of  fail- 
ure from  the  minds  of  those  few  who  have  professed  an  honest  doubt  as  to  the  ultimate  success 
of  the  project.      The  auditorium  is  an  assured   fact. 

Within  a  short  time  after  the  magazine  goes  to  press  -  a  matter  of  days  only  -  the  contracts 
for  the  general  construction  of  the  building  will  be  awarded  and  contracts  for  as  much  addit- 
ional work  as  the  prompt  payment  of  outstanding  pledges  will  permit  of. 

The  contracts  which  will  be  let  are  those  for  which  the  money  is  now  available  and  will 
not  include  several  extremely  important  items  necessary  to  complete  the  building  for  use  as  in- 
tended. For  instance,  there  is  no  money  available  for  the  interior  decorating,  tinting  and  col- 
oring of  the  huge  assembly  room.  There  is,  now,  no  money  to  finish  the  Alumni  Room  in  the 
basement  or  the  dressing  rooms  off  the  stage  There  is  no  money  for  the  electrical  stage 
equipment,  for  the  heating  tunnel  connecting  the  building  with  the  trunk  line  of  the  universi- 
ty heating  system,  for  a  motor-generator  set  required  for  the  motion  picture  projector,  for  a 
high-tension  electrical  service  line  necessary  to  connect  the  building  with  the  university  pow- 
er plant,  for  a  fire-proof,  asbestos  curtain  for  the  stage,  or  for  the  sandstone  flagging  which  it 
is  desired  to  lay  as  an  approach  to  the  building.  All  of  these  items  were  included  in  alternate 
proposals  made  by  the  bidders  on  April  2  but  none  of  them  can  be  contracted  for  until  the 
money  for  them  is  in  hand. 

We  will  have  our  building.  There  is  no  shadow  of  a  doubt  about  that.  But  in  what  .shape 
or  state  of  completion  we  shall  finally  have  it  is  in  the  hands  of  those,  whose  partially  or  whol- 
ly unpaid  subscriptions  total  approximately  $30,000,  to  determine.  Individual  subscriptions 
to  the  number  of  3,112  have  been  made  to  the  fund,  2385  of  which  had  been  paid  in  full  on 
April  1,  1927.  The  names  of  those  who  have  thus  far  redeemed  their  pledges  for  the  full 
amount  and  the  sums  subscribed,  are  listed  on  other  pages  of  this  magazine.  Of  the  pledges 
not  represented  in  the  "paid-up"  list,  over  one-fourth  have  had  partial  payments  recorded  to 
their  credit. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  to  place  a  copy  of  this  issue  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  in  the  hands 
of  every  person  who  subscribed  to  the  auditorium  fund  whether  his  subscription  has  been  paid  or 
not.  To  those  subscribers  who  do  not  find  their  names  inscribed  on  the  published  roll,  we  ad- 
dress this  earnest  appeal  that  they  determine  to  redeem  their  pledges  at  once;  that  they  see 
the  game  through  to  the  end,  thus  enabling  the  building  committee  to. finish  the  building  and 
equip  it  as  all  will  want  it  and  to  do  so  as  the  work  of  construction  progresses  and  not  after  a 
period  of  months  or  years.   The  thirty  thousand  dollars  pledged,  but  unpaid,  will  finish  the  job. 

Shall  we  dedicate  the  building  next  year  with  an  undecorated  assembly  room,  with  no 
Alumni  Room  for  our  dedicatory  dinner  and  "sans"  the  other  features  necessary  to  a  maximum 
utility  of  the  building,  or  will  we  dedicate  a  beautiful  building,  complete  to  the  last  detail,  and 
one  of  which  we  will  everlastingly  be  proud?  Which  will  it  be?  The  receipt  of,  or  failure  to 
receive,  the  unpaid  dollars  will  determine  the  matter. 


A  Thankless   Job 

It  is  the  almost  certain  reward  of  all  persons,  who,  by  reason  of  the  necessity  for  the  pro- 
motion and  management  of  community  or  cooperative  enterprises  by  a  few  in  the  interest 
of  the  many,  permit  themselves  to  be  drafted  for  the  work  and  who  give  unselfishly  of  unre- 
munerated  time  and  thought,  that  they  are  allowed  to  pass  from  the  stage  with  no  vote  of  thanks 
and,  indeed,  usually,  with  the  uncharitable  criticisms  of  their  beneficiaries  ringing  in  their 
ears  for  every  human  error  it  may  have  been  their  unfortunate  lot  to  commit.

The  students  were  also  requested  to  check 
the  general  subjects  upon  which  they  would 
like  to  hear  sermons  preached.  "The  Mean- 
ing of  God  in  Human  Experience",  received 
the  most  votes  for  first  preference,  "What  the 
Church  Expects  From  Its  Young  People"  re- 
ceived the  second  choice,  while  "A  Christian's 
Life  Work",  was  third  in  preference.

School  of  Commerce,  Ohio  University,  is  in  the 
form  of  a  university  bulletin  and  is  now  being 
mailed  to  the  graduates  of  the  school  and  all 
others  interested  in  it. 

One  outstanding  development  within  the 
last  year  is  the  expansion  of  the  department 
of  Finance.  Seven  courses  are  now  offered  in 
this  field.

The  enrollment  in  the  school  this  year  num- 
bers 396.

Twenty-six  young  women  are  taking 
courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Secretarial  Science  (B.  S.  S.).  One  hundred 
students,  anticipating  other  degrees,  are  elec- 
ting work  in  commerce   classes. 

One  hundred  fifty-one  students  have  grad- 
uated from  the  school  since  it 
was  established  as  a  separate 
unit  in  1920.  The  first  class 
was  composed  of  two  mem- 
bers. Last  year's  class  num- 
bered 39.

University   Budget  Well 
Treated 

Appropriations    for    five    of 
Ohio's  six  tax-supported  edu- 
cational   ins!titutions    for    the 
next  biennium,  as  recommend- 
ed    in     Governor     Donahey's 
budget,   were    cut   a    total    of 
$614,365.50  by  the  education- 
al  institutions   section    of   the 
House    finance    committee    of 
the  legislature  on  March  22. 
Appropriations    recommended    by    Donahey 
totaled    $12,000,812.97    as    against    $16,742, 
341.83    requested    by    the    six    schools. 

Reductions  in  the  governor's  executive  bud- 
get (which,  itself,  totaled  some  four  and  three 
fourths  millions  less  than  the  amount  asked 
by  the  institutions)  were  made  by  the  commit- 
tee as  follows:  Ohio  State  University, 
$262,960.50;  Bowling  Green  State  Normal 
College,  $257,920.00;  Kent  State  Normal  Col- 
lege, $98,250.00;  Miami  University,  $61,660. 
00;  and  Wilberflorce  University  (colored), 
$42,000.00. 

The  appropriation  for  Ohio  University  rec- 
ommended by  the  governor  was  increased 
$91,075.00  by  the  finance  committee.  The 
committee's  action,  if  finally  approved  by  the 
legislature,  will  bring  Ohio's  appropriation 
baca  very  close  to  the  total  budget  as  first 
submitted  and  will  prove  the  confidence  of 
tthe  law-makers  in  the  administration. 
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Track  Sqfiiad  Has  Quartet  o/    Failure  to  Abide  by  Training 
Outstanding  Men  Rules  Causes  Action 


With  the  Ohio  Relays  at  Columbus  only 
three  weeks  ahead,  the  Ohio  track  team  has 
been  having  daily  practice  outdoors  with  the 
largest  squad  ever  recruited  for  the  track 
sport.  Thirty-one  men  are  on  the  squad  now. 
Of  these,  Hudson,  Percelle,  Macklin,  and  Ter- 
ven  are  outstanding.  This  is  the  last  year  on 
the  team  for  Hudson  and  Percelle  and  from  all 
appearances  it  will  be  their  best. 

Hudson  hails  from  Perry,  0.,  and  was  last 
year's  captain.  Coach  Bill  Herbert  believes 
that  he  will  negotiate  the  high  hurdles  in  lo 
seconds  this  season  which  will  entitle  him  to 
some   respect   among   the   hurdle    sprinters. 

Percelle,  a  Zanesville  boy,  is  to  be  entered 
in  the  mile  and  two-mile  events.  He  has  shown 
great  improvement  over  last  year  and  has  an 
excellent  judgement  of  pace. 

Macklin,  of  Delaware,  is  the  all-around  man 
on  the  squad.  He  is  to  enter  five  events,  the 
sprint,  quarter-mile,  shot  put,  discus  throw, 
and  broad  jump.  He  is  six  feet  tall  and  weighs 
175  pounds. 

Terven,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  is  the  leading  mem- 
ber of  the  squad  in  the  100-yard  division.  He 
is  a  sophomore  and,  in  contrast  to  Macklin,  is 
very  stockily  built. 

Following  the  Ohio 
Relays  the  Bobcats  will 
participate  in  a  triang- 
ular meet  with  Witten- 
berg and  Denison  at 
Granville  on  April  21, 
On  May  7  a  dual  meet 
is  scheduled  with  the 
Bearcats  at  Cincinnati. 
Another  triang- 
ular  meet  is  booked  for 
May  14  with  Musking- 
um and  Kenyon  fur- 
nishing the  opposition 
at  New  Concord.  The 
B.  A.  A.  meet  will  bo 
entered  at  Granville  on 
May  20  and  21  and  the 
Ohio  Conference  com- 
petitions at  Cincinnati, 
the  next  week,  May  27 
Rex    Percelle  and  28. 


No  basketball  letters  will  be  given  to  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  this  year's  basket- 
ball team,  the  faculty  committee  on  athletics 
decided  on  March  24. 

The  decision  was  made  because  the  tea)n 
had  broken  training  rules  during  the  playing 
season.  "For  several  seasons,"  said  Professor 
C.  N.  Mackinnon,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
"There  has  been  a  tendency  by  athletes  to 
break  training  rules.  By  taking  such  action, 
we  hope  to  enforce  training  rules  in  the  fu- 
ture." 

Members  of  the  basketball  team  were 
brought  before  the  board  and  testified  as  to 
how  they  observed  or  failed  to  observe  train- 
ing rules.  Because  of  their  frankness,  the 
athletic  committee  decided  to  award  the  let- 
ters to  them  next  year  if  they  observed  train- 
ing rules   during  the   next  basketball   season. 

The  decision  of  the  athletic  committee 
amounts  to  probation  periods  of  one  year  for 
members  of  the  basketball  team.  If  any  man 
on  the  team  goes  out  for  another  sport  and  vi- 
olates training  rules  he  will  be  dropped  from 
that  sport  and  will  forfeit  his  right  to  a  bas- 
ketball letter  next  year. 

Eisenbrey  is  the  only  member  of  the  team 
who  graduates  this  year.  He  has  been  on  the 
team  three  years.  All  the  others  have  one  or 
more  years  to  play. 

"A  move  to  rescind  the  letters  entirely  was 
made,"  said  Mr.  Mackinnon,  "but  since  ath- 
letes are  even  encouraged  by  students  to  break 
training  rules  at  Ohio  University  the  commit- 
tee decided  to  substitute  the  one-year  proba- 
tion period." 

Mr.  Mackinnon  compared  the  situation  here 
with  that  in  other  schools.  "The  student  body 
compels  its  athletes  to  observe  training  rules 
in   most  of  the  other  colleges." 

The  athletic  committee  feels  that  the  men 
were  perfectly  honest  in  their  testimonies  as 
to  breaking  the  rules.  Members  of  the  commit- 
tee are:  O.  C.  Bird,  director  of  the  School  of 
Phsical  Education;  B.  T.  Grover,  head  basket- 
ball coach;  F.  B.  GuUum,  associate  professor 
of  Chemistry;  O.  R.  Latham,  professor  of  Edu- 
cation; and  C.  N.  Mackinnon,  professor  of  Eng- 
lish and  chairman  of  the  committee. 
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The  men  who  would  have  received  the  var- 
sity "0"  for  basketball  are:  Eisenbrey,  Du- 
bois, Bayless,  and  Macklin.  Only  two  men, 
Walton  and  Burkholder  will  be  awarded  let- 
ters. Williams  is  the  only  one  of  six  men 
slated  to  receive  numerals  who  will  get  them 
at  this  time. 

While  the  action  of  the  athletic  committee 
may,  at  first  thought,  seem  drastic,  to  those 
who  are  familiar  vdth  the  gTowing  attitude 
of  disregard  for  training  rules  on  the  part  of 
Ohio  University  athletes,  the  action  of  the 
faculty  men  is  really  as  lenient  as  any  th.it 
could  have  been  devised.  Students  and  facul- 
ty, alike,  are  now  agreed  that  something  must 
be  done  to  inspire  a  greater  loyalty  to  the 
teams  and  a  higher  regard  for  the  commonlv 
accepted  rules  for  physical  conditioning  and 
that  the  recent  move  was  a  step  in  the  right 
direction. 


Hard  Hitting,  Reliable  Field- 
ing--Doubtful  Pitching 

The  success  of  Ohio's  1927  baseball  season 
will  depend  upon  the  pitchers.  Coach  Don  Pe- 
en  believes.  The  other  departments  of  the 
team  are  fairl  well  balanced  but  only  one 
pitcher,  "Peg"  Fuller,  has  seen  much  service 
on  a  college  diamond.  Since  Sweeney,  the 
most  dependable  hurler  last  year,  is  ineligible, 
it  now  appears  as  though  most  of  the  pitch- 
ing burden  will  fall  upon  Fuller  with  Barfoot, 
Hoyt,  and  Frost  to  be  called  upon  for  relief 
and  emergencies. 

The  first  team  has  had  little  difficulty  in 
defeating  the  "Yannigans"  in  the  early  prac- 
tice games.  Long  hits  and  fairly  reliable 
fielding  have  marked  the  play  thus  far. 

Just  who  will  draw  the  asignments  from 
Coach  Peden  for  the  opening  game  against 
Miami  on  April  15  has  not  been  indicated. 
Peden  is  experimenting  with  several  infield 
and  outfield  combinations  and  will  likely  make 
few  decisions  before  the  season  opens.

School  of  Physical  Education 
Has  Interesting  Dept, 

The  department  of  Orthopedic  Gymnastics 
is  a  distinct  and  unique  division  of  the  School 
of    Physical    Educa- 
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tion  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. Charles  D. 
Giauque,  associate 
professor  of  Physi- 
cal Education,  is  in 
charge  of  this  de- 
partment  and 
teaches  medical 
gymnastics  and  Kin- 
esiology. 

Students  who 
have  some  physical 
defect,  deformity, 
or  weakness  are  as- 
signed to  one  of  the 
classes  in  corrective 
gymnastics.     Here 

they  are  given  exercises  to  develop  the  partic- 
ular muscles  whose  weakness  has  resulted  in 
the  defects.  Each  man  is  given  individual  at- 
tention and  his  particular  case  studied.  The 
cases  of  no  two  men  are  alike  and  no  two  will 
be  found  doing  the  same  kind  of  exercise  since 
their  physical  defects  are  varied.  There  are 
cases  of  round  shoulders,  hollow  back,  spinal 
curvature,  hernia,  poor  posture,  weak  feet, 
heart  trouble,  injured  knees  and  general  weak- 
ness which  this  department  is  handling.  A  cer- 
tain part  of  the  class  period  is  also  devoted  to 
exercise  tending  to  bring  about  a  general  de- 
velopement  of  the  entire  body.
